to be admitted into the church upon 
the same terms us were the Jews. I'p 
to this time the gospel hud MM 
preached to the Jews only. The AMI 
Uh had not come to see the fill 
meaning of the commission which told 
them to preach to every creature In 
the whole world It may have been 
that the eunuch whom I'hilip proachet 
to and whom he baptized Mas a (len 
tile who hud accepted the Jewish re- 
ligion. The Samaritans whom Philip 
baptized just before this were not full 
blooded Jews, but they claimed some 
relationship und therefore their ac- 
ceptance would not meet with so much 
opposition as the baptizing of a On 
tile.

Franklin D. Hoosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, defended the 
navy against criticism from those who 
he raid were trying to gain personal or 
political profit. Shortage of person- 
nel, he declared, did not arise with 
the present administration. 

"When the fleet went around the 
world." said Mr Hoosevelt, "It was 
necessary in order to commission all 
the sixteen battleships and the few 
auxiliaries to strip many other ves- 
sels and to borrow men from shore 
stations. 

"Aguin in lAtt, when President Taft 
reviewed the so-called 'great mobil- 
ization' in New York harbor, a sur- 
prisingly large number of the ships 
were In had physical condition and a 
great number short of officers and 
men. It was only by use of the naval 
militia and by the authorization, under 
doubtful legality, of short-term enlist- 
ments thnt the quota was as larRe as 
i» was. The public at that time be- 
liovcii,all was well with the navy - 
No navy, though, in times of pence, 
ever has been maintained on a com- 
plete war footing, said Mr Hoosevelt, 
and all nations have kept ships in re- 
serve. He thought the UKtM addi- 
tional men recommended by the gen- 
eral hoard and by Secretary Daniels 
was the maximum number that coul l 
be enlisted this year. 

Mr. Hoosevelt branded as raise re- 
ports that tin reason the navy was un- 
der-manned was because the depart- 
ment could not get men to mHM 
"Not only are we accepting only one 
man out of six who apply." said he 
"but for almnst the first time in our 
l istory we have maintained the legal 
limit, day und night, for the past two 
years Keighty-flvo per cent of the
